Do we Need a New TRV 


High School? 


Editor of tho Covirin Argus— 


Dear Sir:---At thn recent, 


meeting I was asked to Ret forth the 
needs of a new high school building. 
Many times since the question has 
be«n naked of me. 


Supposing that every patron and 


taxpayer of the dlntriot in interested 
in the answer of this question, I beg 
the use of your valuable columns to 
bring this before the people. 


It has been truthfully flaid that 


bricks and mortar and courses of 
study do not mak« a school, but 
earnest young men and women and 
ideals. 


It is also true that the education 


of twenty-five years ago was different 
from that of today, which needs a 
different equipment. 


Then it was classical and theoreti- 


cal; today it is scientific and practi- 
cal. 
That which sufficed in the days 


of Garfleld is inadequate today. 
The 


farmer 
of that period raised good 


crops by using the wooden mould- 
board plow nud tho brush harrow, 
bnt the agriculturist of today must 
have his disc plow and his spring- 
toothed barrow. So tho school build- 
ing of today must have more than 
four walls, chairs and a teacher's 
desk. 
Modern education also de- 


mands that there is sufficient room 
for efficient work. 


In Covina we have, at the present 


time, 
a 
building containing four 


good recitation rooms, a physics lab- 
oratory, n commercial department, 
(the latter two are also used for reci- 
taition purposes), a library and an 
amenably room. 


The chemical labratory, which is 


•t present in the basement of tho 
grammar building', is poorly lighted, 
illy ventilated and antiquated in 
equipment. 
Moreover the plumb- 


ing is poor and the general condi- 
tion such that it in difficult to do 
work which the universities will ac- 
cept. An overhauling of the plumbing 
»nd equipment within the next two 
years will cost from f'200 to 1300 
and the building of a new room aud 
equipment, 
near the present high 


wbool, 
would coat from 1800 to 


tiooo. 


Th« physical laboratory, with Its 


various tables and the delicate appa- 
ratus, is not the most convenient nor 
tfci most •oonomioftl plooe, on JKJ- 
oonnt of tho danger of injury to (the 
instruments, to bold recitations in 
other subjects. It has been necessary 
daring the past year, and I believe 
before, to carry on the drawing in 
tbe commercial room. 
Here the 


suitable 
arrangement of models, 


which should be undisturbed for sev- 
eral days, and the right position of 
tbe student, with bis easel, have 
been almost impossible on account 
of the high and broad tables used in 
the commercial department. 
Again, 


tbe commercial work in largely in- 
dividual and the students in that 
work should be free to consult with 
the teacher at all times without dis- 
turbing another class at work. 


It ia planned to use the library 


for some of tho recitations of tho 
smaller classes next year and thus 
give tho drawing tho use of one of 
the recitation rooms. 
This again 


prevents the free use of the library 
by those in tho study room while 
it is being used for class work. 


Tho asHombly and study room now 


has n Houting capacity of ninety-one. 
By reseating with narrower ainlew, 
tioata may bo arranged for 120 pu- 
pils, und wo o.xpeut this number next 
year. 
Without 
additional room, 


what onik we do for 1908-1), when wo 
may reasonably expect an enrollment 
of ]f>0 pupils? 


The 
above in an enumeration of 


what we have, the bare imcossities 
for existence an a high school, and 
tno conditions as 
they are today, 


with no proviriioii for tho near future. 


Wo have no typewriting room where 


the teacher can oversee the work,

We have no lunch rnoniH,

By the side of this budget put the salaries fixed 


by law for the new county, with expenses generous- 
ly estimated, which amount to only $30,100.00.

portant feature of comparative statistics.

unanswerable argument for county division. We 
who live in the southeast corner of Los Angeles 
county must determine our proportion of liability 
for such bills as these:

As if this sum of eleven hundred thousand dollars 


were not enough we are face to face with an increase 
of salaries amounting to $162,260.00 
without any 


corresponding increase in official efficiency. We must 
help to pay for more grounds and buildings for offi- 
ces and jails- 


A most important feature of the salary matter 


from our standpoint is that our portion of the ex- 
pense is a constant drain upon this district. It goes 
from us to build up the city of Los Angeles and its 
immediate environs. Our money does not come back 
into our district. We have had but one county offi- 
cer elected in twenty years from east of the San Ga- 
briel river. Mr. Howe's election was due in great 
part to his past railroad services and not to his 
identitiy with our section. When the new count 
is formed all money paid in public salaries will go 
back to build up the districts which furnish the offi- 
cers and pay the taxes- 


Of the enormous sum spent on the incidentals of 


our present county government we cause but a slight 
portion of the expense and reap but indirect benefit 
from most of that expenditure. Why should we pay 
public bills more than private ones which are caus- 
ed by others? In the new county we will get all 
we pay for and pay only for what we get. 


Our taxes for this year are assessed. The assessor 


wisely refuses access to the assessment rolls. He 
wants us to live in peace as long as we can. We must 
pay our taxes this fall. They amount to a sum ap- 
proximating $65,000.00. To whom shall we pay, 
themT, Cta the answer to that question depends the 
whole county division project. If we continue to 
pay them into the Los Angeles county treasury We 
shall,-continue to get just what we have been get- 
ting—big salaries, bigger expenses, and an immense 
budget for incidentals. If we organize a new county 
and pay taxes to ourselves, what shall we getf 


1. Home people in full control of home affairs, 


officials who are neighbors. 


2. Money enough from the whole district to run 


the new county, paying its fixed charges, for two 
years- 


3. A surplus at the disposal of the supervisors to 


be spent on "best roads," or any other enterprise 
for the upbuilding of the county. 


4. Free use of buildings and grounds for county 


offices, the tenure of the new city hall to be deter- 
mined by the supervisors. 


5. All salaries going back into the district which 


pays the taxes. 


6- A county whose compactness, prosperity, high 


social status, general distribution of population, free- 
dom from natural obstacles to travel, short distances 
to be covered by officials and'litigants, and uniform 
occupations would be capable of being governed at 
the lowest tax rate of all the counties in the state. 


Average efficiency on the part of the officers you 


are asked to elect would guarantee this most fav- 
orable result. 


In view of all this is it wise to let personal feel- 


ing and personal differences sway the decision f The 
pleasant social and business relations with the me- 
tropolis would be no less pleasant and permanent. 
Only dead indifference can be blind to the fact that 
local self government is the privilege and right of tax 
payers everywhere. 


Urgent requests are already coming in that the 


proposed boundaries of the new county be enlarged. 
These petitions are from heavy tax payers who are 
roused by the foregoing facts and by others of 
even more startling import. Of these we shall 
speak later- But if those already mentioned were all 
the material facts, we believe they would fully juati- 
l y the activities of The County Division Bureau, Po- 
the activities of The County Division Bureau, Pomo- 
mona, California.

A generation holding critical views 


on a nan's intelligent, or unwise, 
choice of parents is not likely to in- 
dulge in ancestor worship. But there 
are at least one or two^hlngs In which 
our ancestors were truly greater than 
we of the present day can ever aspire 
to be. Take them, for Instance, at ta- 
ble. 
If ancient books on table eti- 


quette are to be taken seriously, and 
there is no reason why they should 
not be, the ancestor was In the habit 
of gnawing bones a la chlen and of 
disposing of them by the simple means 
of throwing them under the table or 
over his shoulder, lie worked hard 
with hU hands in the dishes, when a 
succulent but slippery morsel refused 
to come to him by means of knife and 
fork. 
He used his table napkin for 


unspeakable purposes and his fork In 
utter forgetfuliiesa as comb or tooth- 
brush. In one senso, therefore, he did 
not know bow to eat. Meanwhile, In 
another, he was truly great for the 
quantities of food which he caused to 
disappear at a single meal were noth- 
ing short of marvelous. 


The records preserved of the ances- 


tor's feats of the fork (and the finger) 
art woefully thin, bat now and again 
oae of these very human docutnrats 
In the form of a menu Is unearthed, 
and tolls Its own story. Such is UM 
following list of dishes served In 18S4 
to a worthy cltlsen of Valencia on the 
occasion of his taking unto himself a 
wife. Across the space of close upon 
the six centuries the cranes and lam- 
preys, the peacocks and boar's head of 
the feast made fine display. This Is 
the order In which the fourteenth cen- 
tury wedding breakfast was served:

The Marquise d'Artenuy, for 
inntaiue, put before her guests after 
they came from the theater and before 
they went on to a dance this collation:
